Even if the 
next house and the next President 
should be for free silver, the Republican 
senate would bloc k their path. Besides, 
the majority in the senate will give 
a clear working majority there for the 
enactment of our iKilicies, without the 
embarrassment that comes from narrow 
and unstable majorities. There net 
be no deals with the kickers. We will 
have a Republican majority sufficient to 
work with freely. What we do can be 
done with the knowledge that our legis- 
lation will have ample time to vindicate 
itself before a hostile senate can be 
elected to oppose it."

Crotean, who was a widower, had 
been paying attentions to the girl for 
some time, and had proposed marriage 
to her and been refused, but yesterday 
afternoon he visited her and repeated 
his offer, and on her refusal he pulled 
out a .32 calibre revolver and shot her 
through the heart. He then turned the 
weapon on himself and cheated the 
hangman by putting a bullet through 
his body. 



LORD BERESFORD IN CHINA. 

Impressed by the Fact of Russian 
Domination in a Treaty Fort. 

London, Nov. 10.— A despatch to the 
Times from Newchwnng says that Lord 
Reresford, who is visiting China in the 
interests of the British associated cham- 
bers Of commerce, arrived at that place 
on November 4. He is deeply impressed 
the importance of Newchwnng and 
the necessity for maintaining the open 
door. He was struck by the fact that 
there is no Russian trade with New- 
hwang, but that there is great Russian 
railway building activity. He is also 
struck by the fact of Russian military 
lominntiou, armed Cossacks being in n 
treaty port, and Cossacks patrolling the 
railroad and guarding the military posts 
along the line throughout Manchuria.

Vancouver, Nov. 10.— F. D. Dorrity, ot 
Uie Harry Lindley company, was this 
morning found unconscious in his room 
at the Oriental hotel from the effects of 
smoke from a lighted coal oil lamp. He 
wan resuscitated' with difficulty. 

A meeting of citizens at the Board 
of Trade rooms to-night discussed the 
building of a railway from North' Van- 
couver to the Bridge River country, Cns- 
siar and Omineca. A feasible route Is 
said to have been discovered. 

Vancouver is at present enjoying a 
good deal of lumber trade diverted from 
Paget Sound owing to the inability of 
the mills there to supply foreign ports 
with the kind of lumber required. For 
over two months the mills here and lit 
New Westminster have been kept exeep- 
tioinally busy. The unfortunate disas- 
ter to tlie Hastings mills proved rather 
a set back, but vessels loading there for 
foreign ports completed their cargoes at 
New Westminster. Owing to the clos- 
ing down recently of two of the large 
nulls on Puget Sound the demand here 
has nearly doubled and the Moodyville 
mills are running night and day to keep 
pace with it. Six large vessels are now 
loading at Moodyville, and almost before 
they have cleared, nearly the same num- 
ber will replace them. It is estimated 
that the mills there will be kept running 
overtime, until next April in order to 
keep pace with the foreign demand. 

A new industry, the establishment of 
which means much for New Westmin- 
ster, is to be. started there shortly by M. 
Costello, of Vancouver. The establish- 
ment is to be a fish curing and freezing 
establishment and will cost in the neigh- 
borhood of $-15,000. For the erection 
of these premises the city council lias 
granted a lease of water lots 22, 2,'i and 
24. All kinds of British Columbia fish, 
including salmon, halibut, sturgeon -and 
cod, will he cured and shipments made 
direct to England. The plant is to com- 
mence operations about March 1st next, 
and will run the year round. 

IRON SHIPBUILDING. 

Nova Scotia to Secure Through English 
Capital a Great riant for 
This Industry. 

Montreal, Nov. 10.— (Special)— A Star 
cable from London, snys: "British 
capital for iron shipbuilding in Nova 
Scotia will soon be forthcoming. This 
development is due to the action of a 
prominent Canadian who has been pro- 
moting the scheme in London for some 
time past. A plant, it is learned, will 
be established at Capo Breton where .co- 
operation with the Dominion Coal Co. 
will be assured. 

" Iron ore is found in great quantities 
on the south coast of Cain? Breton. This, 
it is said, will be treated at a smelter 
to be erected at Louisburg, C. R. The 
erection of n shipbuilding plant will fol- 
low the development of the iron works. 

"Experts have been over the ground, 
and their reports are "favorable to this 
enterprise. It is hoped to lay the foun- 
dation of a business capable of being 
expanded to rival the great establish- 
ments at. Clyde and Belfast." 



UNITED STATES ARMY. 



General Miles Recommends its Im- 
mediate Increase to One Hun- 
dred Thousand Men. 



Permanent Garrison of New Pos- 
sessions by Native Troops Of- 
ficered by Americans. 

Uy Associated* Press. 

Washington, Nov. 10.— Major General 
Nelson A. Miles to-day submitted to the 
secretary of war a report covering the 
operations of the United States army 
during the paBt year. The report is a 
bulky one and covers in detail the cam- 
paigns in Cuba, Porto Rico and the 
Philippines, There is little in the report 
that has not already been published. 
General Miles in concluding makes the 
following recommendations: 

"For several years I have urged the 
importance of the government's adopt- 
ing u standard of strength for its mili- 
tary forces that should be commensur- 
ate with the interests of the government 
in its growth and development and pro- 
portionate to its population and wealth. 
Spasmodic vibration from a weak and 
ineffective army to one of gigantic pro- 
portions does not seem to be best for 
the welfare and safety of the nation und 
I think it more judicious for the govern- 
ment- to fix a certain percentage of 
trained military men. in proportion to the 
population. The army would therefore 
have a more healthy growth as the na- 
tion develops. In fact this system, if 
once established, would be as practic- 
able for 100 years as for a single de- 
cade. 

"The art of war wus never so much 
in exact science as at the present time. 
The appliances used in modern warfare i 
ire constantly changing and are steadily 
increasing in effective force, so that it is 
of the utmost, importance that the gov- 
ernment should have the most skilled uml 
efficient forces practicable. 

I therefore renew my former recom- 
mendation that the government authorize 
nHstments in the army at the rate of 
no soldier to every one thousand of the 
population. This would practically con- 
tinue in the service the same number ah 
docs the act of congress approved April 
20, 1808, authorizing the increase of the 
regular army provided for, namely 02,- 
570 men. But unfortunately there was 
provision in that act which required 
the army to be reduced to its former 
peace basis, which was entirely inade- 
quate to the needs and interests of the 
overmnent. 

" I also recommend that congress 
authorize an auxiliary force of native 
troops, to be otlieered principally by the 
United States army officers, for service 
in Porto Rico, Cuba and the Philippine 
"slands, not to exceed three soldiers to 
every one thousand of the population of 
these islands. This would give the 
United States a most valuable auxiliary 
force. It would pacify the native ele- 
ments of the islands and would he in 
the interests of economy and good gov- 
rnmeut. This force would be used in 
i way similar to the Mounted Police in 
Canada, and the British forces in Egypt 
uid India. 

I recommend that congress be re- 
quested to take immediate action on this 
question of increasing the army, and I 
consider it of vital importance. If the 
system 1 have suggested is adopted it 
would give us nearly an available force 
of 100,000 men, and would enable the 
volunteers who enlisted for the war to 
returned to their homes without de- 
lay."

— Lord Salisbury's 
speech at the Lord Mayor's banquet at 
the Guildhall, especially his reference to 
America, is making a stir throughout 
'Europe. The Paris evening papers yes- 
terday (Thursday), having hud longer 
time for reflectiou, had u much less sutis- 
fled tone than the utterances of the morn- 
ing press in the French capital, while the 
whole Continent reflects the feeling that 
the speech conveys a grave menace for 
the future. 

La Liberte of Paris says: "It is u ques- 
tion of an Anglo-American agreeineilt 
respecting the Philippines directed 
against Germany." 

The Journal des Debuts) regards the 
speech as "an invitation to America to 
make an alliance against Europe," bui 
doubts whether Americans will willingly 
play the role of train-bearers to Eng- 
lish politics. 

The London morning papers revert to 
the subject, and again take occasion to 
wish well to the Americans' cojqni.il 
mission. The Times, says editorially: 
"No doubt the idea of La Liberie is ^ 
tcsque, yet it shows a truer appreciation 
of the spirit of Lord Salisbury's remarks 
than the singular interpretation put up 
on them by one correspondent, Mr. 
Henry Norman, who finds in them tin 
preposterous implication that, the English 
attitude during the war was due to the 
notion that our interests would be fur- 
thered by the United States being plung- 
ed, into war. Lord Salisbury clearly did 
not refer to the late war at all. He paid 
the Urited States the compliment of 
holding that their entry into old world 
politics is an event of great importance. 
His further remarks obviously meant, 
that America and England would stand 
together in a friendship based upon com- 
munity of aims, sentiments and inter 
ests. 

"it needs a strongly perverted ingenu- 
ity to see a slight to America in a .view 
of this kiyul enunciated by the statesman 
who directed English policy throughout 
the Hispnno-American war and the An- 
glo-American nppronchuieilt it produced. 
German critics evidently dislike the pros- 
pect Lord Salisbury suggested." 

The Daily Mail, which deprecates Em- 
peror Williams's visit to Spain as "most 
ill-advised and inopportune." says: "The 
first, article of our national policy is .1 
close friendship with the United Sial 
and it would be better for Germany to 
act in harmony with Great Britain thai 
to try to irritate America." 

The Standard in its editorial absolves 
Lord Salisbury of any intention to sound 
a note of warning in alluding to Am 
erica's entry into old world politics, anil 
welcomes the co-operation of the United 
States with England in "preventing tin 
vast domains of China, should they be 
come derelict, from becoming the pre 
serve of any single European state."

They believe it 
was the hope of American support that 
gave him the courage to speak with re- 
solution." 

The Vossische Zeilung and the Bellin- 
ger Post also refer to Lord Salisbury's 
American allusions and reach the con- 
clusion that ids speech "gives little hope 
of prolonged peace."

Washington, Nov. 10.— The Anglo-Am 
erica n joint high commission began its 
sessions to-day after having adjourned 
at Quebec to nteet at Washington after 
the elections. 

It was the first gathering of the com- 
missioners, collectively, in Washington, 
and aside from the iinpui tuiice attach 
ing to the subjects discussed, the distin- 
guished personnel of the commission lent 
additional interest to the meeting. Lore 
Herschell, former lord chancellor of 
Great Britain; Sir Richard Oartwright, 
Sir James Winter and Mr. John Charl- 
ton, M.P., are present representing Great 
Britain and Canada. The American 
members of the commission present are 
Senators Fairbanks, of Indiana, am 
Faulkner,' of West Virginia, Represen 
tative Dingley, of Maine, ex-Secretary of 
State John W. Foster, and Mr. John 
A. Masson. The absentees to-day wen 
Sir Wilfrid Lauricr and Sir Louis Dav 
ies, who are detained at Quebec to d« 
honor to Lord Minto, the new Governor 
Genera) of Canada, and Mr. Uoolidgc, of 
Massachusetts. 

The preliminary gathering to-day was 
ia the diplomatic room of the senate de- 
partment, where, after an exchange of 
greetings, the commission was welcom- 
ed by Secretary Day, who accompanied 
the members to the White House, where 
they were presented to the President. 
The business session followed at the 
commission's commodious quarters, 
which comprise a floor of the Arlington 
hotel annex. 

The commission did not hold an af- 
ternoon session but. a committee con- 
sisting of Lord Herschell and Sir Rich- 
ard Curtwright and Messrs, Dingley ami 
Kusson was in session. Owing to Mr. 
Kasson's official position as reciprocity 
commissioner and the prominence of Mr. 
Dingley in tariff affairs it was inferred 
that this committee was working on the 
question of reciprocity. Sir Richard 
Oartwright has long been identified with 
the Canadian movement for reciprocity. 
The presence ot' Lord Herschell would 
insure attention to British interests in 
case of a reciprocity discussion, one of 
the main factors thus far developed in 
reciprocity discussion being' as to the 
differential in favor of Great Britain in 
the present Canadian tariff. No an- 
nouncement was made as to the com- 
mittee's work. 

The commission will hold sessions 
daily at 11 a.m., at which the work ad- 
vanced to completion by committees will 
be passed upon. Most of the time wit 
be given to committee work us the topics 
are divided with a view to having all 
the preliminary* work completed by com- 
mittees before the commission takes up 
the subjects. 

Following the course adopted at Que- 
bec, all information is to be given out 
through flic two chairmen, -Lord Her 
schell and Senator Fairbanks, the main 
purpose being to observe reticence uiiti 1 
the commission completes its labor. One 
of the commissioners stated to-day that 
until all the subjects bad been disposed 
of each <me remained open. In this 
view of the case there will bo no final 
decisions on any of the topics under 
consideration until a final decision is 
reached op all of them. 

The courtesies showered upon the com- 
missioners in Quebec are to be recipro- 
cated here by many social amenities. 
President McKinley will entertain the 
commissioners 'at. dinner at flic White 
House and the .Secretary of State will 
give i\ reception in their honor.

ASSASSIN SENTENCED. 

. Geneva, Switzerland, Nov. 10. — The 
Italian anarchist, Luggl Lucchesi, who 
assassinated the Empress Elizabeth of 
Austria, was placed on trial here to- 
day, Lucchesi bowed politely to the 
court and public, and answered the 
preliminary questions, through nn inter- 
preter, in a clear, . strong voice.

MUST KEEP THE PHILIPPINES. 

Their Possession Will Help United 
States Trade With China— The 



Russian Forecast.

Wilmington, N.C., Nov. 10,— The ne- 
groes not having complied with the de- 
mands of the business men by 7:30 this 
morning, the time fixed, a column of (J00 
armed whites assembled at the corner of 
Market and Fifth street, and at 8:30 
o'clock marched to the otiice of the Daily 
Record, a negro newspaper, and destroy- 
ed all the material found in the build- 
ing. 

The building took lire, but some assert 
this was accidental. Those in command 
of the white men suy they hud no inten- 
tion of firing the building. As soon us 
they discovered the building to be on 
lire the leaders scut for the fire engines 
and the Humes were confined to the 
building. On the south, only twenty feel 
distant, is St. Luke's, one of the largest 
negro churches in the city, a frame build- 
ing occupied by negroes. The Record 
building is wrecked, being almost totally 
burned. 

The excitement is intense, and it is 
feared the negroes will attempt to re- 
taliate to-night. The streets are now 
full of armed whites, and at least 1,001" 
men will be on guard to-night. 

The column which moved to the llo- 
cord office was composed of the best citi- 
zens of Wilmington, and even ministers 
were cither on the march or guarding 
tile city -with Winchesters. 

Washington, Nov. 10.— A despatch to 
the Star from Wilmington, says: Be- 
tween 1 ami 2 o'clock there were several 
skirmishes. The total casualties at 'J. 
p.m.- were eight negroes killed, two 
wounded, and three white men wounded. 
May, Charwick and Ponor. 

About 1:30 as white men were pass 
ing a house they were fired on. A de- 
tachment of men surrounded the house 
and took away live negroes. It was at 
first proposed to kill them 6n the spot, 
but it was finally decided to put them 
in gaol v Another negro -in the house 
broke and ran, but after proceeding bail' 
a square was shot dead. 

The negro who shot May was recog- 
nized, it was claimed, and a detachment 
found him at his house. He was riddled 
and left dead. 

The reinforcements from Goldsborn 
have been turned back, and the commit- 
tees of 25 are considering means to pro- 
serve order. The plan most in favor is 
to appoint a sub-committee of six or 
ten men to have supreme charge of the 
city, superceding the mayor and other 
authorities. 

NATURE OF THE TROUBLE. 

Newborn, X. 0., Nov, •!. — Craven County, 
In which tills shipping port Is situated. 
Is in the heart of tile black belt of North 
Caroline, To-night leading white citizens 
held a muss meeting in the large new 
brick court house, and by speech and reso- 
lution announced with emphatic language 
that they proposed to have white supre- 
macy at any cost. The big court room was 
crowded to the doors, and then? was an i 
unusually large number of ladles present, i 
the hitter being even more demonstrative I 
than the men. There was a display of tXe 
wildest enthusiasm lusting several minutes; 
when the resolutions were presented and 
read, and their adoption was the signal for 
another outbreak, 

Among other things, the resolutions de- 
clare that tlie present condition under 
which the- whites are compelled to live are 
disgraceful and humiliating, and a prospect 
of the continuance of these evils, and nu 
aggravation of the disaster and disgrace 
which go hand In hand with negro domina- 
tion, cannot lie permitted. It was declared 
to 1m- I lie duly of every white person, male 
and female, tn do everything possible to 
achieve an honorable deliverance from 
negro domination and its accompanying 
ruin ami disgrace. It was also declared 
that all white men who ally themselves 
witli tlw negro in politics shall he regard 
ed as pablic < mles, and not to be as- 
sociated with. It was decided to use everv 
means and brave all dnnger to rid the state 
of negro domination. 

The meeting was presided over tiv the 
leading lawyer of the town. A. I). Ward, 
while another prominent lawyer, II. c. 
Whltehurst, was chairman of the commit- 
tee on resolutions. Banker James A. Itvan. 
the Democratic candidate for state senator, 
was one of the speakers. 

"Wo will not hear the yoke of. the Afri- 
can!" exclaimed the hanker. "1 believe in 
pence anil order, nnil In giving the negro 
everything that the laws give him, but 
never inn I willing for them tn rule me 
or rule my race. They may as well under- 
stand that now ns at any other time. The 
white man's civilization Is at stake. We 
are going to stand together for the white 
man's government, and the white man's 
rule until the Inst one of us In put In a 
boa ten feet under ground." '-■ 

Mr. Bryan did not fall to 1 picture, Iii 
language that fanned the growing excltii 
mi nt, the clash that wns coming between 
the races, when he asserted that the white 
woman would he in peril. "When that 
rime comes," said he, "let the consequence* 
be with the miserable white-skinned 
scoundrels that have led the ilegrocs." 

It seems that the white people here have 
hitherto lacked n leader, but the tlamc 
which Is blazing nil over the state bus at 
last touched here, and the meeting to-night 
wns the result. 

The conditions In the countrv nre such 
that with an absolute fair election the 
whites;, even If they vote solidly against 
the blacks on the sole Imsls of color, would 
be outnumbered by a thousand mnjoritv. 
Notwithstanding this, the Democrats open- 
ly assert thai they will carry the county. 
Telegraph messages were sent, out of town 
to-day to secure a sufficient quantity of 
.'inns, only u few of the citizens being 
now provided with rifles. 

The list of negro ofllce holders includes 
the register of deeds, two deputy registers 
or deeds, four deputy sheriffs, the coroner, 
lour constables, twenty-seven magistrates, 
the county commissioners, one member of 
the hoaril of education, thirteen school 
committeemen, three road overseers, the 
city attorney, three city aldermen and four 
policemen. The present representative of 
the county In the legislature is a negro 
who bus been convicted of forgery, and 
who is again a candidate for the same 
place, while the majority of the other of- 
ficers on the Republican ticket are also 
negroes. There Is no probability that this 
ticket will be taken down, as has been 
done at Wilmington, and so the negroes 
have every Incentive to go to the polls. 



London, Nov, 10— Major General Wes- 
ley Merritt, the commander of the Am- 
erican military forces in the Philippines, 
who is now in this city, in an interview 
on the result of the elections ia the 
United States is quoted us saying: I am 
verv glad the President's policy has been 
endorsed. Although I urn somewhat of 
a Democrat I think it highly desirable 
that there should be a congress that will 
ratify and carry into effect the result of 
the war and the peace treaty." 

Referring to the Marquis of Salis- 
bury's speech. General Merritt said: 
"Most. Americans, I believe, agree and 
our English cousins insist that we should 
keep the Philippine islands. 1 don't know 
whether the government is cooling to- 
wards us, but all the officials I have met 
here, some of them being in very high 
places, seemed enthusiastic over the 
friendship between the two countries. 

"All the Englishmen I met in the East, 
including governors, consuls, naval men, 
military men and business men, the lat- 
ter of all •nationalities, were most anxi- 
ous that the United States should re- 
tain the Philippine islands. We have a 
fine trade with North China, which could 
be strengthened" by coaling stations and 
headquarters in the East without inter- 
fering with British interests. 

"I do not think it true, as the Russi- 
an paper say, that the Pacific will be- 
come nn American lake, but one thing 
is certain about the Philippine islands— 
we must either take them all or drop 
tlim altogether." 

THE SICK SOLDIERS. 

San Francisco, Nov, 10. — The steamer 
Australia . has arrived, seven days from 
Honolulu, and is quarantined. Among 
her passengers were 30 soldiers allllcted 
with malarial fever. There is consider- 
able sickness among the troops at Hono- 
lulu, but the prevailing fever is of a 
mild type.

Then: Is a stronger tone In 
the money market here, and the market 
hud to borrow from the bank this after- 
noon at 4 per cent. The weekly state- 
ment of the Bank of England reveals In- 
creased borrowings bv the bank ' from the 
market which Is new beginning to tell. 
During the week £530.000 net In gold was 
imported, the details showing the purchase 
of £571,000 In bar gold and foreign coin, 
the receipt of £50,000 from the Cape and 
of £30,000 from Australia, and the shipment 
of £105,000 to the Continent."

American Tribute to the Wealth of the 
New Flails in British 
Columbia. 

Prom Scuttle Times. 

Hon. George A. Brackett of Skagwav 
was In the city yesterday anil was showing 
generous samples of Lake Atllu's gold pro- 
duct, both In nuggets and dust. It Is of 
light golden color, much lighter than the 
Klondike article, and assays $2 per ounce 
beWer than Klondike stuff. 

Mr. Brackett says- Atlln Is the poor 
man's mining country, and easily acces- 
sible. A man on horseback can easily 
travel all over the district. The soil Is 
tillable and capable of much cultivation, 
while tlic climate and other conditions are 
equal to those of North Dakota. 

Miners are producing one to three 
ounces per day on the prominent Atlln 
Creeks, and Mr. Brackett expects at least 
10.000 people will go to that promising 
country in the spring. 

A winter road is to be made from the 
railroad to Atlln which It will he possMe 
to cover In one and one-half days from 
Skagway, about eighty miles. Four men 
recently came out via Brooks' camp, with 
heavy packs, In four days. They reported 
that streams were commencing to freeze 
on the 25th of October.

He says the 
country will furnish grazing for thousands 
of cattle; (lint el It, moose iipd bear are 
found In abundance, while grouse are so 
plentiful one may [knock them over with 
sticks arid stones.

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TESLA'S TORPEDO BOAT. 

How the Wonder-Worker Would Sit In 
Security and Operate Against 
Any Visible Enemy. 

New Y'ork, Nov. 8.— Nikola Tesln. the 
electrician, describes an application of 
electricity whereby one can control and 
direct with absolute exactitude the move- 
ments of any type of vessel, balloon or 
land vehicle, at any distance that may be 
desired. Prom n station on shore or from 
the deck of a vessel under way a torpedo 
boat equipped with Mr. Tesht's controlling 
device may be propelled either ou or he 
low the surface, manoeuvred at will In any 
dliectlon, and, finally, brought Into con- 
tact and exploded against the side of a 
hostile vessel at any point within the range 
of vision of the operator. More than this, 
assuming that It were possible accurately 
to locate the position of the vessel which 
lt Is desired to destroy, the torpedo bout 
could be directed to It, even If the ship 
lay In the harbor at Southampton and 
the operator was stationed at Sandy 
Hook. 

Mr. Tesla said that some months had 
elapsed since he had fully developed his 
device, for which he has applied for a 
patent. When it was learned that Ad- 
nilnd Corvcra was bottled up at Santiago 
It was his Intention to apply his mech- 
anism to several launches and similar 
craft loaded with high explosives and an- 
nihilate the fleet at anchor. Admiral Oer- 
vera, however, came out and met his fate 
under the guns of the American fleet be- 
fore the necessary arrangements, could 
he made. Then Mr. Tesla planned a raid 
ou the Spanish vessels in Havana har- 
bor, only to be thwarted by the proclama- 
tion of the suspension of hostilities. 

"la a broad sense," said Mr. Tesla, "my 
invention differs from all of those systems 
which provide for the control of the me- 
chanism carried by the moving object and 
governing Its motion In that 1 require no 
Intermediate wires, cables or other form 
of electrical or mechanical connections 
with t lie objects save the natural media 
In space. I accomplish, nevertheless, simi- 
lar results and In a much more practical 
milliner by producing waves, impulses or 
radiations which are received through tlie 
earth, water or atmosphere by suitable 
apparatus on the moving body hud cause 
the desired action, so long os the body 
remains within the active region or effec- 
tive range of such currents, waves, impulses 
or radiations. 

"Imagine, if you enn, what an irresistible 
Instrument of destruction we have In a 
torpedo boat thus controlled, which wo 
enn operate day or night, on the surface 
or below It. A ship thus assailed would 
be desired. A ship thus assailed would 
have no possibility of escape. 

' 1 can apply this system of control to 
any type of vessel and of any size. It :s 
not even necessary to make a close ap- 
proach to the Vessel to be destroyed. Ar 
the distance of 100 feet the explosion of 
200 pounds of dynamite will exert a shat- 
tering effect on a battleship, but there Is 
no reason why we should not load a v<^- 
sel with 200 or 800 tons, or even more, 
or dynamite, which, exploded even a mile 
or so away, would raise a wave that 
would overwhelm the biggest ship' ever 
built. 

"As to that part of my Invention which 
Involves the product Ion of suitable waves 
or radiations and the conveyance of the 
same to a remote apparatus capable of 
being operated or controlled by their in- 
fluence It may be carried out in various 
ways which are at the present time more 
or less understood. For example, I may 
press through a conducting path, prefer- 
ably Inclosing n large area,'- a rapidly 
varying current and by electro-magnetic 
Induction of the same effect a circuit car- 
ried by a moving body. In this case the 
action at a given distance would be 
stronger the larger the area Inclosed by 
the conductor and the greater the rate of 
change of the current. If the latter were 
generated In the ordinary ways the rate 
of change and consequently the distance 
at which the action would be practically 
available for the present purpose would 
be very small, but by adopting stieli 
means as I have devised, that Is, either 
by passing through the conducting path 
currents^of a specially designed high fre- 
quency alternator, or, better still, those 
of u strongly charged condenser— a very 
high rate of change may be obtained and 
the effective range or the Influence thus 
extended over a vast area, and by care- 
fully adjusting the circuit on the moving 
body so as to be In exact electro-magnetic 
synchronism with the primary disturbances 
this Influence may bo used at a great 
distance. 

"Another way to carry out my Inven- 
tion Is to direct the currents or discharges 
of a 'high frequency machine or condenser 
through .u circuit, one terminal of which 
Is connected directly or Inductively with 
the ground and the other with n body, 
preferably' of large surface and at an 
elevation. In this case If the circuit on 
the moving body be similarly arranged or 
connected differences of potential , on the 
terminals of the circuit either by conduc- 
tion or electrostatic Induction ar" repro- 
duced and the same objects attained. 

"Still another way Is to pass the cur- 
rents simply through the ground by con- 
necting both the terminals of the scarce 
of high frequency currents to earth at dif- 
fereat and remote points and to utilize the 
currents spreading through the ground for 
effecting the rct'ClvIiig circuit properly 
placed and adjusted. 

"Flnnlly, 1 may avail myself. In carry- 
ing my Invention, of electrical oscillations 
which do not follow any particular con- 
ducting path, but propagate In straight 
lines through space of rays, waves, pulses 
or dlstrubances of any kind, capable of 
bringing the mechanism of the moving 
body Into action from a distance and at 
I he will of the operator by their effect on 
suitable controlling devices."

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THE COMING SESSION. 

Much speculation is being indulged in 
aa to the outcome of the session of the 
legislature, now soon to tul;e place. Un- 
til the several election protests hnv 
been disposed of there will be some uu 
certainty as to the complexion of the 
next house. Our impression is that, if all 
the eases are disposed of before tl) 
house meets, the government will be in 
a minority of four, and that, conceding 
that party all it has the least expectation 
of gaining through the interposition of 
the courts, the opposition majority will 
be two. There is necossanly mon 
less uncertainty about anything w 
depends upon the adjudication of th 
courts, nnd therefore it is impossible t 
do more now than express a very stron 
belief that, the government will not find 
itself in a position to organize the house 

As to what will take place in such 
event, we are not prepared to say. 
new element has been introduced inti 
the situation by the apparent resolve of 
both parties in Dominion polities to in 
traduce federal lines into the next local 
light. There is as yet no reason, pub 
liely known at least, for thinking that 
the members of the present government 
favor sucb a line of action, hut if they 
arc defeated in an attempt to organize 
the house, they will cense to be a very 
important factor in the political situa 
Hon, that is as a combination. There 
very little probability that Mr. Semlin 
will head aa appeal to the people as tin 
leader, of the present local government 
party. Even if the Lieutenant-Governor 
were disposed to give him the opportu; 
ity of so doing, he would find himself 
conf routed with such political condition' 
, that he could not hope to succeed with 
out completely changing his cabinet. 
Except that the early defeat of the pres 
cut government seem assured, the futurt 
of local politics in British Columbia it 
surrounded with a good deal of uncer- 
tainty, with very strong probabilities that 
the next provincial ministry' will be form 
cd on straight Conservative lines, and 
be returned at a general election with 
substantial majority. 



DEVELOPMENT OF 

CANADIAN COMMEKCE 

The, Mail and Empire directs attention 
to the fact that the United Suites Inn 
sixty consuls residing in the United 
Kingdom, and that each one of them h 
u commercial agent for American ex- 
porters, This does not mean that they 
are directly in the employ of firms, but 
their duty is to keep the merchants of 
their, country informed as to what the 
British market calls for. .Monthly con- 
sular reports are issued by the United 
Stales government and boar eloquent 
testimony to the industry and good judg- 
ment displayed by these men. A con- 
sular position is not a diplomatic one in 
any sense. The chief purpose which it 
serves is to promote commerce between 
countries, and one of the best means of 
doing this is by the dissemination of in- 
formation of the kind above mentioned. 
The Toronto paper thinks that Canada 
must take steps to meet the influence 
which the United States consuls have in 
directing to their country trade which 
might very properly be done by Canada. 
The Dominion cannot, of course, ap- 
point consuls in Great Britain or any- 
where else, but we repeat the suggestion 
already made in these columns that com- 
mercial agents should bo appointed 
abroad, who should be charged with 
quasi-consular duties. At present the 
greatest necessity for such agents seems 
to be in Great Britain and the Orient. 
Notwithstanding the great strides made 
by Canada in impressing herself upon 
British public opinion, the result accom- 
plished so far, though highly gratifying, 
is not nearly as general as is desirable. 
To many people of the British Isles. Can- 
ada is not, much more than a geographi 
cal expression, associated in their minds 
Willi a good deal of snow ia the winter, 
and remarkable possibilities ia the sum- 
mer. Ia the Orient, the Dominion is 
hardly known. at. all as ;i possible source 
of supply of anything except timber. On 
the other side of the question we have 
to remember that people in Canada are 
not informed as a general rule as to 
what the British markets require anil 
are preetically ignorant of the demands 
of the Orient except in a few linos. The 
appointment of intelligent men as com- 
mercial agents would be n very praise 
worthy step, and it would give general 
satisfaction if the government make.-! 
some provision for such officers at the 
next session of parliament. 

o 

PUBLIC APATHY. 

Mr. Martin's protegee is on bis way 
out to his comfortable office on the other 
side of .Fames Bay. As to Mr. McLean 
personally the Colonist has nothing to 
say. It Is prepared to admit any good 
thing that can bo said in his behalf. His 
appointment to Office is quite another 
matter. 

Is there any other province in Canada 
which would tolerate for a moment an 
act similar to the selection of Mr. Me- 
Leah for the deputy attorney-general- 
ship? Suppose that the attorney-general 
of Nova Scotia should send to British 



Columbia for his deputy. Suppose even 
that the Dominion government should 
go to Manitoba for a man to take a posi- 
tion ia Prince Edward's Island. Would 
there not go up an indignant protest 
from the people of the province over 
whom an outsider was thus placed? It is 
difficult to understand the apathy of 
British Columbians on most public mat- 
ters. In no other part of the Dominion 
would such acts, as have been done in 
local politics during the last year, be 
submitted to without an outburst of pub- 
lie indignation that would make the re- 
petition of them impossible. During the 
last six months things have been done in 
this province In direct defiance of con- 
stitutional Uiw, parliamentary usage and 
established precedent; hut the public re- 
fuses to be disturbed. 'What is the rea 
son? Ib the climate to blame? The men 
who tamely submit to political outrages 
here would bo the first to complain in 
their former homes if anything of the 
kind had been done there. The action 
of Attorney-General Martin in sending 
to Manitoba for his deputy, although 
there must be many men in the province 
fully qualified for the position and willing 
to accept it, is a startling •disregard of 
public opinion, and would not have been 
possible if Mr, Joseph Martin had not 
learned during his short experience in 
public life in this province that the peo- 
ple are indifferent lo what, is done by 
those who are temporarily in power, It 
is probably of little use to say anything 
morei If the voters do not care, the 
Colonist will not. feel called upon to 
labor with them in order to awaken them 
to a realization of the present drift of 
things. 



Hammond, who owns the line from 
Portland to Astoria, is prepared to co- 
operate with them as soon as they can 
get a line into Portland, and thus give 
them an ocean port. The Oregon Short 
Line and the O. It. &- N. would give the 
needed Portland connection, and the 
crux of the alleged tight is as to ' the 
control of the latter. 

If the Vanderbilts win, it will be a 
great day for Astoria, which will stride 
to the front with tremendous speed, and 
incidentally it will be somewhat of a 
blow to Seattle, which has been count- 
ing upon having the first fruits of the 
growing trade to the Orient, without 
any very active competition, for the 
Great Northern, if master of the situa- 
tion, would unquestionably make Seattle 
the headquarters of all its ocean traiHc. 
In time there will be business enough 
for half a dozen cities on this coast, but 
just now the place that gets first chance 
at it will be in luck. 



MANSION HOUSE SPEECHES. 

The speeches of the ministers and com- 
manding officers at the Mansion House 
dinner had a decidedly warlike tone, al- 
though neither of the speakers admitted 
that there existed at present any ground 
for apprehension of a rupture of the 
peace. The note of preparedness and 
determination which was observable in 
each speech, is a greater guarantee of 
peace than the courteous phraseology in 
which foreign nations were referred to. 

Lord Salisbury's remarks contained 
two very important statements. One 
was in regard to Egypt; the other in re- 
gard to the United States. He said that 
the status of Great Britain was dilTer 
out since the taking of Onidurman to 
what it was before, and in speaking of a 
protectorate his language seemed chosen 
for. the purpose of conveying notice to 
other powers that such a step will be 
taken the moment it appears necessary, 
even though it should result in war. 
This declaration puts a new face upon 
the Egyptian situation, which has en- 
tered upon its third stage. The first was 
the joint, occupation of Great Britain 
and France: the second was the sole oc- 
cupation by Great Britain under a more 
or less definite understanding that it was 
not to be regarded as permanent; the 
third is only defined as yet as being dif- 
ferent to those preceding it. The retire- 
ment of Major Murchand from Fusbodn 
emphasizes the greatness of the differ- 
ence. 

Lord Salisbury expressed the opinion 
that the entry of the United States into 
Asiatic and European politics was not 
likely to bo conducive to peace. He has 
been criticized by London papers for 
what they regard as an unfelicitous 

hoice of language in this connection. 
But surely he told the truth, and to 
quote the language of Lord Chatham on 
a memorable occasion, "the smoothness 
of flattery cannot save us in this crisis, 
For a century the United States hi 
hardly touched Old 'World politics. On 
sudden that country is precipitated in- 
to the midst of the most: perplexing ques- 
tions engaging (he attention of Euro- 
pean courts, Lord Salisbury realizi 

hat all careful observers must see, that 
the threatened rupture of the peace ne 

otiations between Washington and Ma 
drid is far more serious than the original 
quarrel between the two countries. Hi 
realizes that in their plans for control in 
the Orient, the continental powers had 
left no place for the United States, nnd 
ho is not so shortsighted as to fail to si 
that the commercial relations between 
America and Eastern Asia must expand 
enormously, which they cannot do, if the 
United States is not to have a place, and 
i large one, in the so-called partition 
China. It would he folly to pretend 
tlint the entrance of a great and aggres- 
sive power into an arena where matters 
iro already verging on a crisis, is oa 
the face of it conducive to peace. Lord 
Salisbury has only stepped outside of the 
customary limits of diplomacy and told 
the truth, Perhaps in Ibis ease, as in 
regard to Egypt, the truth may be the 
very thing that the situation call.-, for. 



THE CREDIT SYSTEM. 

It is not the use but the abuse of the 
credit system which makes it objection- 
able. Just now its abuse has been 
brought to public notice in the East by 
the refusal of the Brockville Cheese 
Association to give credit in the future. 
It is hardly necessary to say that busi- 
ness could not be carried on without 
credit. Those people, who imagine there 
would be an ideal condition of society if 
everybody always paid cash, arc mis- 
taken, 'fhe evil of the credit system 
arises from two things, and one of these 
is largely the outcome of the other. The 
first evil is that purchasers on credit 
are not likely to keep close track of the 
value of their purchases, and therefore 
are apt to live beyond their immediate 
means. Tin? other arises largely out of 
this, and is the postponement of pay- 
ments. When a person buys more in 
one line than he can afford, someone 
must wait for his money. In the very 
great majority of cases persons who 
buy on credit pay their bills, and as they 
buy freely, as a rule, they are a mer- 
chant's best customers. Business men 
would bo greatly helped if their credit 
customers would practice the habit of 
prompt payment. This is especially 
true of the minor household expenses, 
which seem trilling in themselves, and 
payment of them is deferred because 
they are small, the debtor not stopping 
to think that a number of his creditor's 
customers may be doing the same 
thing. One of the largest laundries in 
a neighboring city passed into the 
hands of a. receiver a few years ago, 
and the reason was that: hundreds of 
customers had allowed their bills to 
accumulate from week to week, until 
the concern found itself completely tied 
up fur money, and it was Impossible to 
get in money enough from «<> ninny 
people, a considerable proportion of 
whom had gon<* away, to nreet its 
pressing liabilities. 'fhe graveyard • of 
newspaperdom is full of victims of de- 
ferred payment of subscriptions. In 
a very great number of eases the- profit 
of a business slips away in little de- 
ferred bills. The credit system is -an 
excellent thing, if it is accompanied 
with reasonably prompt payments.

Sonyer, the Indian sentenced at Na- 
uaimo in May last to imprisonment for 
life, was granted a new trial by the Full 
court yesterday. Sonyer was accused 
of trying to kill a man named Jones, 11 
storekeeper at Hall's Crossing, by cut- 
ting his throat. lie was tried before 
Judge Harrison, and during the course 
of the trial the judge allowed six con- 
fessions, made by Sonyer at various 
times, to go before the jury. Next day, 
however, the judge reconsidered the 
matter, and decided that only one out of 
the six should be admitted in evidence. 
Then counsel for the prisoner asked that 
the jury be discharged and a new one 
empanelled, as it would be impossible, 
once a jury had heard all the confes- 
sions, to disabuse their minds completely 
of the damaging statements that were 
contained in the ones withdrawn. Judge 
Harrison declined to discharge the jury 
and empanel a fresh one. Sonyer was 
found guilty, and was sentenced to im- 
prisonment for life. Hence the present 
appeal taken on behalf of the prisoner. 
The Full court allowed tin? appeal, and 
granted Sonyer a new trial. Mr. H. 
Dallas Helmcken, Q. C, and Mr. A. S. 
I'otts for the appellant; the Attorney- 
General for the Crown. 

In Callanan vs. George, Mr. A. E. 
McPhillips, for plaintiff, obtained leave 
to appeal to the Privy Council. 

The appeal from the decision of Mr. 
Justice Irving, non-suiting plaintiff in 
the case of McNerhanie vs. Archibald, 
was allowed with costs. Attorney- 
General Martin for plaintiff (appellant); 
Mr. E. P. Davis, I}. C, for respondent. 

Musgrave vs. fiethune was an appeal 
from tlie judgment given in the county 
court by Mr. Justice Martin. The Full 
court set the judgment aside and allow- 
ed the appeal with costs. Mr. A. S. 
I'otts for appellant (defendant); Mr. G. 
II. Barnard for respondent. 

Regimi vs. Little was an appeal for 
leave to appeal to the Privy Council 
from the order of Mr. Justice Wnlkem, 
dated July 11, dismissing the applica- 
tion for a writ of certiorari to quash the 
conviction of Mr. Little for employing 
Chinese underground contrary to the 
coal mines regulation act. Mr. Little 
was convicted in April last. The ground 
of the appeal was that the provision un- 
der which the conviction was made was 
ultra vires of the provincial legislature. 
The Full court held that as this appeal 
was similar to that of Keginn vs. Bryden, 
now before the Privy Council, the prop- 
er course would be to await the decision 
in the last-named case. The appeal 
was dismissed with costs. Mr. Robert 
Oassidy for appellants; Attorney-Gen- 
eral Martin for the Crown, 

Re Ibex Mining Co. was an appeal 
from the decision of Mr. Justice Drake 
placing O'Brien and Tretheway on the 
list of contribntaries. The Full court 
referred the matter back for re-hearing 
Mr. Robert Cassidy and Mr. Arthur 
Davey for appellants; Mr. A. 10. Mc- 
Phillips and Mr. G. H. Barnard for re- 
pondents.

utor promises to more than rival in rich- 
ness. The discoverer of the new ground 
was Robert McKee, an old Arizona 
miner, for whom the crook is named, 
and his find was made fully two months 
ago, but kept secret until friends could 
reach the scene. The discovery claim 
was formally recorded on October 2!), 
and n stampede at once followed with 
the staking of 120 claims. The discov- 
ery property prospected coarse gold on 
tho bedrock at five feet, and an expert 
from California, Mr. Loy, was intro- 
duced us advisor. At his suggestion, 
work was commenced about 200 feet 
from the original location on a project- 
ing dyke, and at three feet from the 
surface five pans of dirt were washed, 
returning $5 in dust and a 17-dwt. nug- 
get, worth very close to !?17. Bedrock 
was got at from six to seven feet, and 
even richer returns were obtained from 
tin? test pan. After tho stampede the 
ground was prospected for a full mile 
along the creel;, and colors were every- 
where obtained that could be heard as 
they dropped into the pan. The richest 
ground at present known is about 2'/j 
miles from the mouth of the creek, nnd 
here upwards of a dozen Victorians are

An Alias No Good on Cliecks— In- 
spector McGregor's Dear story 
— Townsitc Dispute. 



Miss Alice Parker Tuck, second 
daughter of Chief Justice Tuck of Mew 
Brunswick, and Mr. 0. Freeman. Luke 
of the C. P. II., Nelson, were married 
sit St. John, N-B., recently. 

Provincial Constable Forrester of 
Brooklyn having sent a warrant to Nel- 
son for the apprehension of John Hon- 
ors, wanted for passing a worthless 
check for $10 on J. H. llowarth, the 
Brooklyn jeweller, officer Jarvis brought 
the man froixi Nelson to Brooklyn, 
where he appeared for trial before Jus- 
tices of the Peace jMcGregor and Bull. 
The check was drawn on the Imperial 
bank at llevelstoke and was signed with 
the name o£ Johnson. lingers claimed 
that he used this alias sometimes. He 
was found guilty and sentenced to six 
months at hard labor at the provincial 
jail at Nelson. He has been before the 
police authorities at Brooklyn before. 

J. McGregor, provincial inspector of 
mines, was in Nelson recently from the 
Sloean, where he reports business to be 
looking up. Whitewater, Mr- McGregor 
said, had quite a little sensation the 
other day. Four silver-tip bears made 
a descent upon the town in the middle 
of the night, attacked the meat safe out- 
side the principal .hotel, demolished it, 
and got away in safety with its con- 
tents. It was thought ptobnWe that the 
bears would return the next night, and 
accordingly Whitewater prepared for 
emergencies. The entire male popula- 
tion turned out, armed with ritles and 
shotguns, escouced themselves in. vari- 
ous safe coigns of vantage, and awaited 
the advent of the bears. Sure enough 
a little after midnight the bears arrived 
and a terrific fusilade ensued. When 
the smoke had cleared away and some 
of the more venturesome spirits emerged 
from their ambush, it was discovered 
that two of the four intruders had fal- 
len, one of which tipped the scales at 
380 pounds. 

It is now settled that the Canadian 
Pacific Railway Company will build its 
station and sidetracks at the foot of 
Moyie lake, two and a half miles from 
the site of Moyie City. Grading has al- 
ready commenced, and most of the lnm- 
ber is'on the ground for the. building. 
The company is also clearing a strip of 
land close by and will start a town of 
its own. The building of the station so 
far from Moyie City is the result of the 
company and the townsite owners being 
Utlable to arrive at an amicable settle- 
ment of the matter. The railroad com- 
pany asked for a balf interest in the 
entire Moyie City townsite, for which 
it agreed to build its station ana sidings 
inside the city limits. This offer Wits re- 
fused by the towutsite owners. The 
residents of Moyie are not alarmed, as 
the mines are so close to the town that 
the benelit of them can not he derived 
by a place much farther away. Boats 
will be placed on the '"Re to ply between 
the two points. 

A dispatch from Montreal dated Oc- 
tober 30, stated that the arrival there 
of Mr* Fitzgerald of Trail, the repre- 
sentative at that place of F. August 
Heinze's interests, is the firtft step In a 
big lawsuit which the former magnate 
of Trail will enter against tim Canadian 
Pacific Railway. It is stated that the 
services of McMnster & Maclennan, 
advocate^ have heeD secured, and that 
the suit will be for ?100,000, which is 
the ulleged value of personal Property at 
the smelter which he claims bo never in- 
tended to transfer to the C. P. R. ; out 
which that corporation took and holds 
in spite of his protest. The C. P. B. 
people claim that they bought every- 
thing in sight and paid SSOO.OOO in cash 
for all of Mr. Heinze's smelter and rail- 
way possessions in the Kootenay town. 
The exact nature of the personal effects 
which Mr. Heinze values so highly and 
for which he seeks remuneration is not 
stated. The expectation in Montreal is 
that the case will develop into a rather 
sensational suit. 

RICHEST IN THE SIA~>CAN. 
Rosslnnd, Nov. G.--Lcvi Smith, for the 
past year the superintendent of the 
Beeo, the richest silver-lead mine in 
the Sloean, is in the city for a few days 
to see the mines here. He Will go to 
Spokane, then to Republic, and be may 
remain in that camp for the winter. 

In talking about the RecO, he said: 
"During tbe past summer the company 
has simply been developing the property, 
blocking out. ore, ready for shipment 
when the raw-hiding season starts. This 
means a saving of $5 per ton over pack- 
ing it down. The mine is looking splen- 
did. Between the pfos. 4 and o levels 
there is a block of available sloping 
ground 225 feet in length and fully 00 
feet in depth. The "re here, which is 
extremely rich, runs from to 8 inches 
up to a foot and a half in width. Above 
the No. 2 level there is another line 
showing, that extends to the surface.

The Le Roi mine made its banner rec- 
ord last month so far as the shipping of 
ore is concerned. It shipped 12,445 tons 
of ore in October, and the cost of extrac- 
tion was only $2.-17 per ton. This in- 
cluded he dead work, the advance de- 
velopment and the hoisting of waste.

At n 
meeting of the stockholders held in Spo 
kane later. Trustees Oakes, Aris am! 
White resigned, and W. T. Stoll, W. R. 
Reddin and C. O'Brien Reddin wen 
elected in their place. Rater Air. Aris 
forcibly took possession of the property 
at Meyers Falls. 

Mr. Reddin brought suit for an injunc- 
tion and to recover possession. S. 'J'. 
Arthur, a stockholder, with Oakes & 
Aris, brought a counter suit. In the hit 
ter action the point was raised that 
Meyers Falls being the principal pine 
of business of the corporation; the pro 
eeedings had at the Spokane meeting 
were illegal, and that Messrs. Oakes, 
Aris and White are still trustees. Judge 
Richardson decided against this conten- 
tion. The case will come up for trial 
its merits at the next term of the Stev- 
ens Country court.

Attendance of Pupils for the Month 
Just Past Is Highly 
Satisfactory. 



The most important matter that came 
up at the school board meeting last nigh' 
was a statement by Chairman Hayward 
in relation to the finances of the board. 
He had found out at the City hall that 
the amount already collected from the 
special tax of two mills was $24,027.08 
and it was estimated thnt at least $050 
more would be received from this source 
this year to December 31. The per 
capita tax would produce $10,533.30 or 
a total of ?44,211.28. The closest esti 
mate of the requirements of the board 
for the year were $45,305.37; so tha 
all that would be required out of the gen 
oral revenue of the city to make up th 
difference was only $1,1S4.00. This wa 
so small that it looked as if the differ 
ences between trustees and city should 
now bo easily arranged. 

This statement of the chairman was 
ordered to be spread upon the minutes. 

The attendance in all the schools aver, 
aged during last month 87.7 per cent 
and the average punctuality was 00 4-5 
per cent., both of these being very cred 
itable. The pupils enrolled were 2,453 
average actual attendance, 2,152.48; 
erage per teacher, 50.0; cases of truancy 
5; cases corporal punishment, 31; tardi 
ness, 180; number of days of teachers 
absence, 5 1 / t . The number of pupils per 
teacher in the graded schools was for 
the month: South Park, 54.04; North 
Ward, 55.18; Girls' Central, 52.37; Vic- 
toria West, 44.0G; Boys' Central, 40.12 
Spring Ridge, 44.G0. 

It was decided to fix the pay of the 
janitors of Hillside school at $10 per 
month and on the recommendation of the 
finance committee the requests for in 
crease of pay from North Ward and 
South Park janitors was left over till 
the beginning of the year. 

A number of small routine matter: 
was referred to various committees and 
there was some little talk about the 
visability of publishing a report of the 
board at the end of the year. 

The chairman was in favor of it and 
while Trustee Marchant at first feared 
that the question of expense would in 
terfere, he changed his mind later on. 

City Superintendent Eaton while not 
wishing to express an opinion as I' 
whether a report should be published 
said that the more the public were taken 
into the confidence of the board i 
shown exactly how things were going, 
so much the better would it be for tin 
schools as it would tend to do away wit! 
prejudices. 

Finally the chairman. Trustees Hall 
and Marchant: were named a committ 
to prepare a report. 

Trustee Marchant thought something 
should be done towards getting the dif- 
ficulties between the board and city 
council settled and he suggested another 
meeting to go into tin? matter. 

Trustee Hall, however, thought that 
in view of the statement made by the 
chairman earlier in the evening, he did 
not think that the city would force them 
into litigation for the small amount or 
$1,100.

Creat Britain is about to press the 
claims for compensation for the Victoria 
sealers seized on the Asiatic const in 
1S02. These vessels were the Caruiolite, 
Vancouver Belle, Maria and Rosie 01 
sen. They were all made prisoners by* 
the Russian cruiser Kotiek when sealing 
off the Copper island coast and of the 
quartette only the Rosie Olsen ever re- 
turned home, the others being left to rot 
at Petropaulovski, whither they bud bet'ii 
towed after being taken iu charge by 
the Russians. Collector of Customs A. 
R. Milne has been instructed through 
the government at Ottawa to make out 
the claims of the owners of these ves- 
sels and forward them East at once 
when they will be transmitted to Lon- 
don. The bill will necessarily be large 
including doubtless the time of tbe men, 
the value of the schooners and their 
equipments, catches, etc. He considers 
the claims good and that the sealers 
have been kept out of their rights only 
too long. The claims have nothing what 
ever to do with those paid by ltussia to 
the owners of the Willie McGowan am" 
Ariel, who received ?4O,07S. It has beei 
supposed of late that they would be over 
looked but it would seem now ai 
though tbe compensation money is forth 
coming. 

The seizures were identical almost iu 
each case, the captain of the Kotick a 
also the Zabioka, which seized the Ariel 
and the Willie McGowan maintaining a 
prohibitive zone of thirty miles around 
Russian islands, which in reality and 
according to international law at tha 
time was only three marine leagues. Tbe 
utijustnesH of the seizures can therefore 
be readily seen when it is stated that 
the Itosie Olsen was captured when 
forty miles from Copper island, the Van 
couver Belle when only twenty miles, the 
Carmolite when twenty-live miles oil 
shore and when the Maria stood well 
without the prescribed zone. 

The history of the seizures is - 
known to all the sealing fraternity, evei 
since the day of the Itosie Olson's 
turn. Capt. Keefe was in command of 
the schooner. She was seized on July 
24, 1802, with a catch of 377 skins. Her 
boats were all hunting at the time the 
Russian cruiser made her appearance 
Capt. Keefe was not alarmed at seeing 
the big vessel but was surprised beyond 
measure to be boarded, to have his pa 
pers taken and to be told that he and 
his crew were prisoners of the Czur. A 
prize crew was placed in charge and 
the vessel was taken to Petropaulovski, 
where the Maria, Capt. Spratt Bulcoiu, 
with something like 500 skins; the Car 
molitc, Capt. Hughes (who is now on tbe 
steamer Willapa) with 030 skins; and 
the Vancouver Belle, Capt. Copp, after 
wards joined her. At Petropaulovski 
the Kotick's commander turned the ves 
sols and crews over to the ltussian gov- 
ernor. According to the story of the 
men who returned on the Rosie Olsen. 
they were robbed of most of their cloth- 
ing by the Russians, were imprisoned iu 
a log cabin in which but for the sym- 
pathy of some of the Russian women, 
they would have starved, their daily al 
lo'wance by the governor's instructions 
being just seven kopecks a day. Through 
the cracks of their miserable hut they 
could see the Russians pass to and fro 
with long rubber boots, heavy sweaters, 
etc., which they had been deprived of 
and which at that time above all other 
times, they were most in need of. They 
could see their vessels also being shame- 
fully looted, yet all their petitions for 
justice were unheeded and in their 
cramped little quarters they were obllg 
ed to linger on the mercy of the gov- 
ernor. At length, after two weeks of 
torturing incarceration the governor 
who, in the meanwhile, had been in cor- 
respondence with some of his superiors, 
sent for Capt. Copp and made what he 
no doubt considered a great compromise, 
offering the Itosie Olsen as a gift provid- 
ing that it be taken for the conveyance 
of the prisoners home. Eighty of their 
number found accommodation on the lit 
tie vessel and arrived here late in the 
fall of 1802. The others came by the 
bark Majestic, of San Francisco. " For 
the transportation of these the captain of 
the old hark made a claim of $50 a head 
from the Victoria customs authorities, 
but his claim was never allowed. His 
vessel was leaky and not seaworthy and 
a year afterwards was lost while taking 
a cargo of coal from Seattle to San 
Francisco. 

The owner of the Carmolite at the time 
of her seizure wits Capt. Ohas. Hackett. 
while the Maria was the property of 
Robert Douglas, of Hants county, Nova 
Scotia.

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A NEW VICTORIA. 

Sir: Those citizens who have under 
taken the task of rejuvenating the some 
what slow and contented Capital of 
British Columbia, may consider it an 
advantage to have the views of 
stranger on civic matters. 

On this account I will venture to 
mention a few matters that have come 
to my notice. First, to make A'ictori; 
prosperous, she must develop t 
sources — agricultural and mineral — of 
Vancouver Island. It does not appea 
to the writer that the people of Vic 
toria have made any serious effort to 
examine into the possibilities of th 
Island as regards commerce, ngrieultur 
and manufacturing. Has the local 
board of trade patiently investigated th 
question of expansion of business wit 
the Bast, South and North? Have the 
resources of Vancouver Island been dc 
veloped to one hundredth part of wha 
is possible? Here is an island large 
than either the kingdom of Belgium or 
the kingdom of Holland, and with 
population of about 100,000, while each 
of the countries named have more tha 
four millions of population, Is ther 
reason to suppose that Vancouver Is 
land is as well situated for trade with 
countries on the Pacific as Holland and 
Belgium are for commerce with Euro 
pean countries? This point should be 
thoroughly investigated by the board of 
trade and citizens generally. 

Another matter that has come to the 
notice of the writer is the fact that 
Victoria is maligned nnd misrepresented 
in Eastern Canada, as well as in cities 
near at hand. It is commonly reported, 
for instance, that the water supply of 
this city is abominable, while the fact 
is that the water is better than that 
supplied to several Canadian cities that 
could be mentioned. By the expendi 
ture of n small amount of money the 
water supply of this city could he made 
perfectly satisfactory. This is a mat 
tor that, should be attended to at once, 
and the fact should be mentioned in 
every Eastern newspaper, even if a 
paid' advertisement: has to be inserted. 

Even as far as Winnipeg the traveller 
is advised not to go near Victoria 
account of the bad drinking water, and 
when one reaches Vancouver this point 
is so enlarged upon that one hardly 
dares to cross to the Capital, for fear of 
swift and certain death from use < 
city water. Let the citizens settle this 
water supply business at once and for 
ever. As regards streets and sidewalks, 
some systematic effort should be mad 
at once to lay down absolutely perfect 
pavements and sidewalk's on a few ol 
the main streets. Citizens and stranger.' 
would then understand that Victoria 
had made a beginning in the right direc- 
tion, which would be extended in time 
over the whole city. Well made road- 
ways, with good asphalt or cement side- 
walks and abundant shade, trees, where 
possible, along the streets give an air of 
prosperity to a city, and are a constant 
source of pleasure to residents and 
visitors. With a delightful climate, at- 
tractive natural surroundings and a 
large number of tastefid private resi- 
dences, with well-kept grounds, the city 
of Victoria is in many respects almost 
an ideal place of residence. To have 
one's thoughts rudely diverted from 
considerations of this kind by a project- 
ing spike in a so-called sidewalk, or to 
stumble over n small boulder protruding 
above the alleged macadam of the street 
is, to say the least, very annoying. 

Frequently it is some apparently trif- 
ling matter of this kind that makes a 
permanent impression on the mind of a 
stranger, and has much to do with regu- 
lating the length of his visit in -a town. 

At present I will mention only one 
other matter, viz., that in the opinion of 
the writer it would be a great advan- 
tage to have, in addition to the commit- 
tees already appointed, a permanent 
pity Improvement Association, com- 
prising both ladies and gentlemen. 

Such an association could devote its 
energies to the organization of concerts, 
theatricals, etc.. for the purpose of as- 
sisting the project of beautifying the 
city. It is also quite certain that sug- 
gestions from such an association would 
receive due consideration from the city 
council, and would lead to many reforms 
and improvements as funds became 
available.

If the consensus of opinion weighs for 
much— and it certainly does— then the 
Atlin gold fields bid fair to he one of 
the greatest finds that have yet been 
made, and will rival the Klondike. The 
gold seems to be found in paying quan- 
tities almost everywhere, and it is pre- 
eminently n poor man's country, as if 
lies almost at our doors, and Is quite 
easy of access. Those -who are qualified 
through long experience In hydrauli 
mining to advance a reliable opinion, 
predict a wonderful future for this new 
district. Large areas, although they 
may not pay the individual miner, whose 
methods of extracting the precious 
raetal are unit able only to rich claims, 
will pay immensely when worked by 
machinery. The district also lies within 
tho borders of British Columbia, and 
more curliest endeavors should be made 
to develop it than even the Yukon 
whose revenue tills the coffers of the 
federal government. A vast influx of 
prospectors will doubtless take place 
next year, when a large portion of the 
territory will be explored. The cities of 
the coast should make adequate pre- 
parations, and especially Vancouver, to 
meet this coming trade. Mining in our 
northern country is only in its infancy, 
and it will be many years before it can 
be expected that all the gold will be 
taken out of the placer claims, nnd 
there is every reason to believe that 
after that quartz mining will be en- 
gaged in for centuries to come. Our 
gold lields in the North arc a great 
bonanza, and every endeavor should he 
made by the present generation to profit 
by them to the fullest extent.— Vancou- 
ver World.

ST. ANDREW'S SOCIETY. 

Address to Col. McDonald for His 
Bravery iu Egypt 

At the last meeting of the St. An- 
drew's and Caledonian Society it was 
unanimously resolved that an address 
should he presented to Col. McDonald, 
the noble Scotch colonel for the great 
bravery displayed by himself and his 
brigade in Egypt in behalf of his Queen 
and country. Seldom in the history of 
the world has such commendable cour- 
age and forethought been shown on the 
field of battle us that of Col. McDon- 
ald and his brigade, and his queen and 
his countrymen owe him a deep debt of 
gratitude. The following committee was 
appointed to prepare the address: Presi- 
dent II. D. Helmcken, M.P.P.; J. H, 
Falconer and Dr. Campbell. The ad- 
dress will be read on St. Andrew's night 
at the society's annual banquet at the 
Hotel Driard. In the last struggle be- 
tween the troops of the Sirdar of 
Egypt, Gen. Sir Herbert Kitchener, and 
the dervish hordes of the Khalifa pre- 
ceding the fall of Omilunnitn there were 
many tragic scenes, hut few of them 
lacked the element of picturesn.ueness. 
One of the most dramatic reported was 
the last stand of the standard bearer of 
the Khalifa. As the dervish hosts ad- 
vanced upon Col. McDonald's brigade 
with a rush, they were shot down by 
hundreds until finally there was not a 
man left except one tall, gaunt figure 
which stood with sword in one hand 
wdiile the other grasped the stall of the 
Khalifa's standard. His enemies, struck 
with admiration, refrained for u moment 
from firing upon him, but a little later 
the order was given and tho weird crea- 
ture fell to the ground literally riddled 
by hundreds of bullets. The British 
troops say that they have never in their 
experience in tho Egyptian campaign or 
elsewhere seen a finer example of pic- 
turesque heroism.
